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H avana, Fob. 18.—The night of the 
disaster to the Maine a light wind from 
the southwest was blowing and her bead 
pointi“<3 ta a (southeasterly direction. 
She wag moored in about 22 meters of 
water forward and drew about 18 meters 
aft. 
The Spanish cruiser Alfonso XII 
was about 2 0 0 meters from the Ameri­ 
can battleship. 
A press correspondent was in the 
cable office w riting a message when the 
explosion occurred 
He saw from the 
window of that office a great column of 
fire shooting upward and he hurried to 
the wharf and to the quarters of Ad­ 
miral Manterola. 
By that time the 
flames extended over the whole ship 
aud in a few moments the Maine sank. 
The explosion so twisted and dis­ 
jointed the battleship that ber remains 
now appear like a pile of wreckage. All 
the upper deck structure, turrets and 
guns are in a heap. 
The foremast and bow of the Maine 
hare collapsed and now only the end of 
her main mast remains above the water. 
The boats of the Spanish cruiser Al­ 
fonso XU have picked up a quantity of 
wreckage, including boats aud a dig, 
and yesterday IO more bodies were 
found in the harbor and taken to the 
morgue. 
It is impossible to identify 
them. 
Captain Sigsbee went on board the 
Alfonso XII yesterday and thank I'd the 
Spanish commander. Captain Man aal 
Elias, for the service* the Spanish sail­ 
ors had rendered upon the oerwtioa of 
the great disaster.

The scenes at the hospitals of Ban 
Anam bromo and the Alfonso XII are 
heart-tweaking.

Two are near death—Carl Bmi th, 
whose leg and jaw were broken aud 
who is badly burned, and A. Anderson.

Twenty-two 
bodies were taken to the city hall, where 
they rested in coffins covered with beau­ 
tiful crowns of silk ribbons, with appro­ 
priate inscriptions. 
A crown from the city council bore 
the inscription: “ T h i people of Havana 
to the victims of the Maine.” There 
was a handsome crown of silk ribbons 
in the Spanish national colors, with the 
inscription: “ The navy deportment at 
Havana to the victims of the Maine.” 
Among other tokens was one from 
Lawton Childs, with the inscription 
“To oar brave dead sailors,” a flower 
en ss I rom the New York Morning 
Journal and Advertiser, an emblem 
from the Havana Yacht d ab , aud floral 
or other tributes from M. Carranza.

I was feeling a bit 
glum and, in fact, was so qaiet that 
Lieutenant Hood came tip and asked, 
laughingly, if I was asleep.

••Scarcely had I spoken when there 
eame a dull, sullen roar. Woald to God 
that I could blot out the sound aud the 
scenes that followed. 
Then came a 
H arp explosion; some say numerous de- 
t< mutton* 
I remember only out.

seemed to me that the sound cams 


from the port tide forward. Then came 
a perfect rain of missies of all kinds, 
from huge pieces of cement, block* of 
wood, steel railings, fragments of grat­ 
ings and all the debris that woald be 
detachable in an explosion. 
“ I was struck on the brad by a piece 
of cement and knocked down, bat I 
wa* not hart and got to my feet in a 
moment. 
Lieutenant Hood had run to 
the poop an AI followed.

“ W hen I gal there, though scarcely a 
minute could have elapsed, I had to 
wade in water to my knee*, and almost 
instantly the quarter deck wa* awash. 
On the poop I found Captain Sigsbee, 
as cool as if at a ball, and soon all the 
officers except 
Jenkins and Merritt 
joined as. 
The poop was above water 
after the Maine settled to the bottom. 
“Captain Sigsbee ordered Lieutenant 
Commander W ainwright forward to see 
the extent of the damage aud if any­ 
thing coaid be done to rescue those for­ 
ward or to extinguish the flames which 
followed close upon the explosion and 
burned fiercely as long as there was any 
combustibles above water to feed them. 
Lieutenant Commander W ainwright 
on his return reported the total and aw ­ 
ful character of the calamity, aud Cap­ 
tain Sigsbee gave the last rad order 
“ Abandon ship,” to men overwhelmed 
w ith grief indeed, bat calm aud appar­ 
ently unexcited. 
“ I have no theories as to the cause of 
the explosion. 
I cannot form any. 
An 
examination by divers may tell some­ 
thing to a court of inquiry. 
I with 
Others had heard that the Havana har­ 
bor was full of torpedoes, but the offi­ 
cers whose duty is was to examine into 
that, reported that they found no signs 
of any. 
Personally I do not believe the 
Spanish had anything to do with the 
disaster. Time may te ll

have been in two wrecks now and have 
had my share.

W a s h in g t o n , Feb. 18.—The govern­ 
m ent has settled back into a waiting at­ 
titude in respect to the terrible marine 
disaster in Havana harbor. The great

of mind, realising that the coart of in­ 
quiry is the sole dependence in the 
search for the cause of the Maine’s loss. 
The naval officials are now resigned to 
await the resalts of that inquiry by a 
coart named yesterday by the navy de­ 
partment. 
The air of suppressed 
excitement 
which character.zed the movement of 
the employes aud visitors at the white 
house for two days is not noticeable 
now. On the street there is noticeably 
less excitement than when the people 
were loth to believe that under the cir­ 
cumstances the loss of the Maine coaid 
be traced to other than Spanish sources. 
All flags t hroughout the city includ­ 
ing those on the capitol and the depart­ 
m ent buildings are flying at halfmast 
and among the others is conspicuous 
that of “Cuba La lire," which flies from 
the staff on the Hotel Raleigh at the 
headquarters of the Cabau junta.

These torpedoes are not of tho con­ 
tact type, as are called the torpedoes 
that are set to go off upon the touch of 
the hull of a vessel passing over them, 
but are arranged to be exploded only by 
means of electricity currents sent from 
shore by buried wiros. 
These fixed tor­ 
pedoes are really mines, and carry much 
larger charges than the small autom ate 
torpedoes discharged from Hie torpedo 
tu le i of warships.

H ava v a, Feb. 11 —The night cf the 
disaster to the Maine a light wind from 
the soul Ii wert was blowing and her bead 
pointed In a southeasterly direction. 
Bbs was moored in a boat 23 meters of 
water forward and drew about 18 meters 
aft. 
The Spanish cruiser Alfonso XII 
was about 200 meters fron the Ameri­ 
can battleship, 
A press correspondent was in the 
cable office w riting a message when the 
explosion occurred. 
He saw from the 
window of that office a great column of 
fire shooting upward aud he hurried to 
the wharf and to the quarters of Ad­ 
miral Man tends. 
By that time tho 
flames extended over the whole ship 
and in a few moments the Marne sank. 
The explosion so twisted sad dis­ 
jointed the battleship that her remains 
now appear Uke a pile of wreckage. All 
the tipper deck structure, turret* and 
gun* are in a heap. 
The foremast aud bow of the Maine 
have collapsed and now only the end of 
her main mast remains above the water. 
The boat* of the Spanish cruiser Al­ 
fonso XU have picked up a quantity of 
wreckage, including boats and a dig, 
and yesterday IO more holies were 
found in the harbor and ta ken to the 
morgue, 
It hi impossible to identify 
them. 
Captain Bigsbee went on board the 
Alfonso XU yesterday and thanked the 
Spanish commander, Captain Manuel 
Elias, for the service! the Spanish sail­ 
ors had rendered upon the occasion of 
the great disaster. 
Contrary to the reports current, the 
divers have not yet made any investi­ 
gation of the wreck.

The scenes at the hospitals of Ban 
Auambrosk) and the Alfonso XU are 
heart-breaking. 
Some of the men. how­ 
ever, are already much belter, and they 
are carefully attended by Dr. Bernardo 
Mans, whose treatm ent Is kindness it­ 
self. 
Two are near death—Carl Sari th, 
whom leg and jaw were broken and 
who Is badly burned, and A. Anderson, 
who has barns all over his body.

A m ong Hnndred* of Captive*. 
In a big bird store where there are 
hundreds of birds of many kinds inces­ 
santly squawking, chirping and singing 
there is one that is free— a tiny tit­ 
mouse. 
Tbe window is full of cages 
containing birds of various sorts, and 
one side of the store is lined with bird­ 
cages stacked np high all along. 
But 
there is none that attracts so much at­ 
tention as tbe little titmouse flitting 
about the store at w ill. 
At night it 
perches on a gas fixture in the window, 
and to that it comes back from its vari­ 
ous excursions by day. 
Customers that come in to buy birds 
aud birdcages and bird seed and coe 
thing and another never fail to notice 
the titmouse. 
They may not notice an­ 
other bird there individually, but their 
attention is sure to be attracted by this 
one as it darts about, free among so 
many captives, and they are likely to 
•m ile at it, they are so pleased with i t 
And som etim es children, looking in at 
tbe windows of tbe bird store, come in 
to tell the clerk that one of the birds 
bas got loose. 
When it bas nothing else to do, tbe 
titmouse sits on its gas pipe pert h ami 
perks its head this way and that and 
looks about. 
Sometimes it whets its 
beak ou the gas pipe. 
Every now aud 
then it dashes off somewhere. 
If it 
wants a drink, it perches on the rim of 
a goldfish globe— for home aquariums 
and stock for them are sold bere as well 
as birds— no doubt to tbe great surprise 
of tbe goldfishes and certainly to that 
of the hnrnau beholders, who wonder 
that it doesn't fall in, it bas to land 
over so far to reach tbe water. 
But it 
gets it, and when it has taken its fill it 
flashes back to its perch on tbe pipe iu 
the window. 
The titm ouse catches spiders and oth­ 
er insects, and it fe< ds in the larger 
cages when it w ill. 
It goes in and on! 
of them between the liars with perfect 
ease. 
It is a very little bird, even with 
its plumage in its natural form. 
With 
its feathers pressed against its sides it 
can get through a very narrow space— 
between tbe bars of a parrot’s cage, for 
example— with ease. 
There are in the 
window a number of parrots’ cages in a 
row. Tile titmouse almost flies through 
these cages, stopping in each perhrps to 
eat of tho parrots’ food, but they never 
molest it. 
Parrots that wonld bite at 
the finger cf a mau who should put his 
hand near enough to tbe outside of their 
cage stand 
back in fright 
or sheer 
amazement when tho little titmouse 
dashes in and perches on their feed cop 
— New York Sun.

A m ong H undred* o f Cnpttve*. 
In a big bird store where there are 
hundreds of birds of many kinds inces­ 
santly squawking, chirping and singing 
there is one that is fro1—a tiny tit­ 
mouse. 
The window is full of cages 
containing birds of various aorta, and 
one side of the store is lined with bird­ 
cages stacked up high all along. 
Bot 
there is none that attracts so much at­ 
tention as the little titmouse flitting 
about the store at will. 
At night it 
perches on a gas fixture in the window, 
and to that it comes back from its vari­ 
ous excursions by day. 
Customers that came in to buy birds 
and birdcages and bird seed and one 
thing and another never fail to notice 
the titmouse. 
They may not notice an­ 
other bird there individually, but their 
attention is sure to be attracted by this 
one as it darts about, free among so 
many captives, and they are likely to 
•mile at it, they are so pleased with it. 
Aud sometimes children, looking in at 
the windows of the bird store, come iu 
to tell the clerk that one of the birds 
bas got loose. 
When it has nothing else to do, the 
titmouse sits on its gas pipe perch and 
perks its head this way aud that and 
looks about 
Sometimes it whets its 
beak on the gas pipe. 
Every now aud 
then it dashes off somewhere, lf it 
wants a drink, it perches on the rim of 
a goldfish globe—for home aquariums 
and stock for them ar© sold bere as well 
as birds—no doubt to the great surprise 
of th© goldfishes aud certainly to that 
of the Unman beholders, who wonder 
that it doesn't fall in, it bas to Im nd 
over so far to reach the water. 
But it 
gets it, aud when it has taken its fill it 
flashes back to its perch on tbs pip© in 
the window. 
The titmouse catches spiders and oth­ 
er inst cts, aud it fetds in the burger 
cages whet! it will. 
It g(>cs in and on! 
of them between the liars with perfect 
ease. 
It is a very little bird, even with 
its plumage in its natural form. 
With 
its feathers premed against its sides it 
can get through a very narrow space:— 
between the hairs of a parrot's cage, for 
example—with case. 
There are in the 
window a number of parrots' cages in a 
row. The titmouse almost flics through 
these cages, stopping in each perhaps to 
eat of the parrots’ food, but they never 
molest it.

The Spanish cruiser Alfonso XII 
was shout 200 meters fron the Amen* 
can battleship. 
A press correspondent was in tile 
cable office writing a message when the 
explosion occurred. 
He saw from the

the wharf and to the quarters of Ad­ 
miral Manterola.

THE LITTLE TITMOUSE. 


One Frt*# 
B ird Til a t

A m o n g H un dred* o f C ap tive*. 
In a big bird store where th e re are 
hundred* of birds of many kind* incas- 
sandy squawking, chirping and singing 
there is one that is free—a tiny tit­ 
mouse. 
The window is full of cages 
containing birds of various sorts, and 
one side of the store is lined with bird­ 
cages stacked up high all along. 
But 
there is none that attracts so much a t­ 
tention a* the little titm o u se flitting 
about the store at will. 
At night it 
perches on a gas fixture in the window, 
and to that it comes back from its vari­ 
ous excursions by day. 
Customers that come in to buy birds 
and birdcages and bird seed aud (die 
thing aud another never fail to notice 
the titmouse. 
They may not notice an­ 
other bird there individually, but their 
attention is sure to be attracted by this 
one as it darts about, free amoug so 
many captives, and they are likely to 
smile at it, they are so pleased with it. 
Aud sometimes children, looking in at 
the windows of the bird store, come in 
to tell the clerk that erne of the birds 
bos got loose. 
When it bas nothing else to do, the 
titmouse sits on its gas pipe perch and 
perks its head this way and that and 
looks about 
Sometimes it whets im 
beak cm the gas pipe. 
Every now and 
then it dashes off somewhere. If it 
wants a drink, it perches os the rim of 
a goldfish globe—for home aquariums 
and stock for them are sold hero as well 
as birds—no doubt to the great surprise 
of the goldfishes and certainly to that 
of the Unman beholders, who wonder 
that it doesn't fall in, it bas to bend 
over so far to reach the water. 
But it 
gets it, aud when it ba* taken it* fill it 
flashes back to its perch on the pipe ta 
the window. 
The tit 1 n un se catches spiders and oth­ 
er ins* cts, and it fc< da in the burger 
cages when it will. 
It goes in and out 
of them between the lair* w ith perfect 
case. 
It is a very little bird, oven w ith 
Dm plnmago in ire natural form. 
W ith 
its feathers pressed against its sides it 
can get through a vt?ry narrow space-— 
between tho bars of a parrot’s cage, for 
example—w ith ease. 
There are in the 
window a number of parrots’ cages in a 
row. The titmouse almost flies through 
these cages, stopping in each perhaps to 
eat of tho parrots’ food, but they never 
molest it. 
Parrots that would bite at 
the finger cf a man who should put his 
hand near enough to the outside of their 
cage stand back in fright 
or sheer 
amazement when the little titmouse 
dashes in and perches on their feed cop
